Hiding Pla ce of Money 


Liberty, Ind., Sept. 17.—Two rob­ 
bers took $400 from the home of Oia 
Miller Sa turda y evening a fter tortur­ 
ing Mrs. Miller by burning her feet 
a nd setting fire to her clothing in a n 
effort to ma ke her disclose the hiding 
pla ce of the money. 
Mrs. Miller is in 
such a serious condition a s a result 
of her a wful experience tha t she ca n 
tell hut little a bout her a ssa ila nts. 
Mr. Miller left home shortly a fter sup­ 
per, going downtown on business. He 
ha d been gone 
but a few minutes 
when the two men wa lked Into the 
house. 
She sa ys Rhe wa s dra gged to 
the floor by her hea d. 
A revolver wa s 
thrust In her fa ce, the robber dema nd­ 
ing tha t she tell where her husba nd 
ha d hidden his money, a nd wa rning 
her not to screa m 
She prot *stcd tha t 
her husba nd ha d left no money in the 
house. When they sa w tha t she would 
tell nothing, the two men bound a rd 
ga gged Mrs. Miller. She ha d pt« pa red 
for bed a nd wa s in her nightgown a nd 
ba refooted. 
W hile one held her the other then 
a ppded ma tc hes to her feet. 
Though 
the pa in wa s intense she refused to 
divulge a nything. 
One of the men 
continued to torture her. choking her, 
twisting her wrists, burning her teet 
a nd limbs a nd setting fire to her gown 
The other ra nsa cked the house for the 
money. 
At la st Mrs. Miller lost con­ 
sciousness. 
When she ea me to the robbers ha d 
fled. 
She took the cloth which ha d 
ga gged her from her mouth a nd ca lled 
for help. 
Her limbs were still bound 
so tha t she could not move. 
Her cries 
were hea rd by the neighbor women, 
but a s there were no men a t home a t 
the time' none of the women would 
venture nea r until a young Germa n 
girl, Bertha Getghe. with a revolver 
in her ha nd, entered the house. 
She 
found Mrs. Miller in a pitiful condition 
on the fioor by her bed. 
Mr. Miller ha d held a sa le during 
the a fternoon, a nd it is supposed tha t 
the robbers were fa milia r with this 
fa ct.

the summer Democra ts over the Sta te 
signified their intention of putting up 
a ha rd fight a t lea st so fa r a s the lower 
house is concerned, in the va rious leg­ 
isla tives districts. 
The 
rea son 
for 
this 
fight 
is 
pla in 
enough. 
The 
Democra ts do not wa nt the present 
a dminstra tion to ca rry out its progra m 
of reform, a nd a s a n effective mea ns 
of blocking it, a m a jority, even, so 
slight, in the lower house is the best 
wa y to do it. 
Theri wa s a rumor current when 
the first ta lk of legisla tive ca ndida tes 
wa s hea rd tha t specia l in terests, sup- 
l>osed to represent ra ilroa ds a nd liquor 
people in pa rticlua r, would be w illing 
to drop a certa in a mount of money 
into the genera l fund if the right men 
were put up, a nd would ma ke the 
proper ca nva s. 
The ra ilroa ds object­ 
ed to the two-cent fa re projosition of 
Gov. Ha nlv, a nd it wa s on this oppo­ 
sition tha t they were expected to drop 
their 
nickels into the contribution 
pla te. 
However, the a doption of a 
two-cent fa re pla nk in the Democra tic 
pla tform ha s ra ther cooled their a rdor, 
it is sa id. 
S till the rumor tha t m on­ 
ey for the ca mpa ign would be forth­ 
com ing ha s been revived recently, a nd 
is still ta king its rounds. 
It is believed tha t a sufficient num 
her of Democra ts 
would ma ke the 
pa ssa ge of a ny of the projKised reform 
legisla tion difficult to the Republica ns, 
«’or this rea son, a s wel« a s for the 
rea son tha t the Democra ts a re a nxious 
to ha ve their finger in the legisla tive 
pie, the fight over the Sta te, it is 
prophesied, w ill be ma de a little more 
vigorous tha n lia s been the ca se in 
times pa st.

Fla ., to em­ 
ba rk on a na va l vessel for Ha va na , in 
a ccorda nce with the instructions of 
President Roosevelt to a scerta in the 
exa ct politica l situa tion 


Ha va na . Sept. 17 
The government 
Is ma king fina l stren u o u s efforts to re 
store pea ce in Cuba a nd thus a void 
sny kind of Amerha n intervention 
The object of these endea vors it is 
sta ted is lha i it ma y be a ble to sa y by 
the tin.e Secreta ry of Wa r Ta ft a nd 
Acting Secreta ry of Sta te Ba con a r­ 
rive tha t pea ce a lrea dy ha s been se­ 
cured a nd tha t therefore there is no 
need for the America n government’s 
intervention either to restore pea ce or 
Insure perma nent tra nquility. 
Members of the government 
sa y 
tha t they a re ma king the effort In a c­ 
corda nce with the a dvice conta ined in 
President 
Roosevelt’s 
letter; 
tha t 
they ha ve no objection to the friendly 
a ssista nce of the United Sta tes in the 
ma tter If it become - necessa ry, but 
tha t they believe they ca n settle It 
between the government a nd the rev­ 
olutionists without the necessity of 
a ny intervention. 
At lea st they sa y 
they a re ma king a n a ttempt to a ccom­ 
plish this end a nd with fa ir prospects 
of success. 
This is the la test pha se of a ra p­ 
idly cha nging situa tion tha t developed 
la te Sunda y a fternoon when a n extra 
ordina ry ga zette wa s issued conta in­ 
ing a 
decree 
signed 
by 
President 
Pa lma on the recommenda tion of Sec­ 
reta ry of Public Works Monta lvo. The 
decree follows: 
“ All ca mpa ign oper­ 
a tions a re suspended a nd in conse­ 
quence the government forces will a ct 
only on the defensive throughout the 
republic. 
The secreta ry of the interi­ 
or will issue a ll the necessa ry orders 
for the execution of this decree.” 
The decree ca used grea t surprise, 
a s it wa s believed to signify a ch an g e 
of hea rt by the government officia ls 
who for the pa st two da ys ha ve been 
strongly a ga inst ta king up pea ce over­ 
tures with the em issa ries of the revo­ 
lutionists 
After the decree wa s is­ 
sued government em issa ries were dis­ 
pa tched ?n a utomobiles to confer with 
the revolutioni: ts. 
Simulta neously with the issua nce of 
the decree decla ring a cessa tion of 
hostilities the specia l judge in cha rge 
of the ea ses a ga inst the a lleged con­ 
spira tors in prison a nd prisoners re­ 
cently ca ptured libera ted thirty of the 
la tter a ga inst whom indictments ha d 
been issued 
Previous to these devel­ 
opments the situa tion ha d a bout re­ 
solved itself into a condition where 
the Libera ls were decla ring tha t if 
the United Sta tes a ssisted the a dmin 
ta t ra tion, they would join the Inter­ 
vening forces, while the Modera tes 
were sa ying tha t if the intervention­ 
ists helpeo to depose President Pa lma 
they would become insurgents 
The 
cessa tion of hostilities ha s checked 
such ta lk a ltogether 
The new* situa ­ 
tion w a s received a t the hotels a nd 
clubs with bla nk surprise 
Here it 
wa ** considered tha t the a rra nging of 
pea ce without the gua ra ntee of the 
United Sta tes behind it would be a n 
unwelcome outcome, it being fea red 
tha t future tra nquility of the isla nd 
would not be a ssured. 
Since the pub­ 
lica tion of President Roosevelt’s let­ 
ter hope ha s been expressed tha t the 
United Sta tes would be a strong fa c­ 
tor in a rra nging for Cuba some ta tter, 
chea per a nd less ela bora te form of 
to a nd a reduction in t irifT 
which would bring the cost of living 
to a rea sona ble ba sis. 
Although the 
opinion on ihis subject Is very va gue 
toda y, the genera l conviction seem s to 
preva il tha t Secreta ry Ta ft will ta ke 
a friendly ha nd In the negotia tions for 
t>ea ce.
